DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Primary Department:— Summer and winter terms 
taught by Miss Fannie M. Stevens, and were both very 
good schools. A lively interest was manifested on the 
part of both teacher and scholars, and good progress was 
made. 


The advanced department, summer, fall, and winter, 
taught by Miss Lillie Rose. . 


The summer and fall terms were very successful 
schools; so much so, that the School Board had no _hesi- 
tency in engaging the same teacher for the winter term, | 
Two of the Board visited the school the first week of the 
winter term, and were highly pleased with the conduct of 
both teacher and scholars. Confident of the success of 
this school, the Board did not think it necessary to visit 
it again until near its close. Two of the Board visited it 
again the last week of the term; and they very much re- 
gret to be compelled to acknowledge that their expecta- 
tions were not fully realized.
